“You can kill them by the use 
arsenical, poisons. Can 
use 
dry 
liquid. If dry can use dust 
gun 
use pole and bug system, simply th is,1 
a flour sack tied on end of pole. 
“The following can be used: Cal­ 
cium arsenate (the best.) In liquid 
Itol 1-2 lb. per 50 gal. water. If dr> 
use it straight. 
“ In the use of lead arsenate; Dry 
dilute with 1-4 of weigh 
with 
aii j 
slaked lime. In liquid use 1 to 1 1-2 lb. \ 
in 50 gal water, with one pound ii 
air slaked lime added. 
“In the use of Paris Green; dry use 
4 to 6 parts air slaked lime to 1 lb. 
poison. In liquid 1 lb 50 Gal water, 
with 1 lb of air slaked lime milked, 
strained and added to water. 
“The use of the lime is to prevent 
the burning of the leaves. The appear- 
rance of the worm is early this yeai, 
and if the first brood is controlled it 
will go a long ways in keeping down 
the next hatching which will occur in 
15 or 20 days and this hatch will be 
the one that will do the most damage. 
“Dust cotton while wet with dew, 
» poison will stick.”
